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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

JAMES  A.  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 

The  Ti'ustees  report  a  circulation  of  10,995  volumes 
dui'ing  the  year.  The  number  of  volumes  has  been  increas- 
ed by  346  new  books  received  by  purchase  or  gift.  The 
visits  of  the  Bookmobile  have  enriched  the  Library  with 
many  fine  books  for  loan  to  the  residents  of  the  town. 

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  fol-

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PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES 

IS  OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in 
New  Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible 
$5,545.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and  towns 
for  control  of  such  fires  for  which  no  resjx)nsibility  could 
be  placed  cost  another  $24,634.  What  utter  waste  of  tax 
money  and  what  shameful  and  needless  loss  of  timber 
and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200  acres  burned.  Residences, 
farms  and  other  business  places  were  threatened  with 
possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if 
every  citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to 
any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our 
fire  loss  low  by  remembering  these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises, 
obtain  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Sea- 
sonal permits  may  be  issued  for  approved  inciner- 
ators and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry 
windy  weather  and  preferably  burning  late  in  the 
day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  — 
pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom 
for  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire 
out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or 
fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it  until  help 
arrives.

The  Planning  Board  continues  to  sponsor  the  An- 
trim Improvement  Association.  This  organization  is  still 
very  active  under  the  very  able  leadership  of  Ralph  Little 
a  member  of  the  Planning  Board.  Its  accomplishments  of 
the  past  year  include: 

1.  The  construction  and  placing  of  three  "Welcome 
to  Antrim"'  signs. 

2.  A  new  bulletin  board  at  the  Town  Hall. 

3.  Flower  gardens  at  the  junction  of  Main  and  Con- 
cord Sts.,  and  on  the  slope  opposite  Goodell  Co. 

4.  Further  scenic  improvements  in  various  parts  of 
the  town. 

Perhaps  the  major  accomplishment  of  the  group  was 
the  publication  of  a  very  attractive  and  informative  book- 
let listing  all  types  of  business  and  other  services  existing 
in  the  town  together  with  a  general  description  of  the 
many  attractions  of  Antrim.

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PRECINCT  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

The  water  distribution  system  is  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. The  list  of  water  users  continues  to  grow,  four  more 
customers  having  been  added  this  past  year.  The  exten- 
sion of  the  6"  main  along  Goodell  Road  has  opened  up 
several  building  lots  with  water  nearby  and  should  result 
in  still  more  revenue  and  more  taxable  property. 

The  program  of  water  shed  management  at  Campbell 
Pond  which  was  started  several  years  ago  is  beginning  to 
pay  dividends.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  are  using  more 
water  than  ever  before,  the  pond  has  stayed  nearly  full 
all  year. 

During  the  fall  we  purchased  a  new  feeder  for  the 
chlorinator.  which  completes  the  renewal  and  rebuilding 
of  most  of  the  chlorination  equipment  over  the  past  two 
years.  The  increase  in  water  consumption  has  meant  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  amount  of  chlorine  used, 
which  means  higher  maintenance  costs. 

In  anticipation  of  future  requirements  we  have  pur- 
chased 500  feet  of  4"  cast  iron  pipe  with  valves  and  fit- 
tings which  we  will  use  in  renewing  some  of  the  existing 
small  branch  lines.  The  line  up  Waverly  St.,  is  in  very 
bad  condition  and  we  will  renew  this  line  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible this  spring.  If  we  have  sufficient  funds  available  we 
also  hope  to  renew  the  Maple  Ave.  line;  both  of  these  small 
lines  have  been  in  service  over  fifty  years  and  are  nearly 
filled  up  witii  rust. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Precinct  raise  the  sum  of  $2,000  by  tax- 
ation. 

2.  That  the  Precinct  collect  75%  of  the  established 
water  rates.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Antrim: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  for 
your  consideration. 

After  a  hectic  summer  of  preparation,  Anti*im  is  oc- 
cupying its  new  High  School  plant  and  much  of  the  credit 
for  a  smooth  transition  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Harvey 
K.  Black,  Mr.  Charles  Hamel  and  Mr.  Richard  Wood.  All 
three  contributed  over  and  beyond  their  usual  duties.  The 
Citizens  of  Antrim  now  may  point  with  rightful  pride  to 
the  results  of  their  efforts  to  provide  an  institution  dedi- 
cated to  the  education  of  their  youth. 

However,  an  attractive  plant  with  reasonably  good 
equipment  does  not  alone  provide  good  education.  It  is 
what  goes  on  inside  that  plant  that  determines  the  suc- 
cess of  a  school;  and  this  is  the  basis  of  the  following  dis- 
cussion. 

During  the  building  planning  stage,  the  Citizens  of 
Antrim  were  advised  of  two  impending  actions  which 
when  taken  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  would  pre- 
sent problems  to  the  Antrim  High  School.  One  was  Teach- 
er Certification  regulations  and  the  other  was  the  New 
Secondary  School  Standards, 

The  new  teacher  certification  regulations,  which  now 
involves  grades  seven  and  eight,  make  it  mare  difficult  to 
procure  teachers  qualified  to  teach  in  certain  areas  and 
usually  carry  a  higher  price  tag.  This,  however,  does  not 
present  a  major  problem. 

The  New  Secondary  Standards  to  our  larger  schools 
present  no  problem  whatsoever,  but  to  Antrim  they  are 
the  cause  of  a  sizable  increase  in  the  operational  phase  of 
the  budget.  I  have  discussed  the  impact  of  the  new  stand- 
ards of  the  Antrim  High  School  at  a  P.T.A.  meeting,  and 
at  considerable  length  with  the  School  Board.  We  have 
explored  every  conceivable  approach  to  these  new  regu- 
lations, and  although  there  appears  to  be  no  entirely  pal- 
atable solution,  we  have  adopted  the  following  approach. 

We  are  asking  for  appropriations  within  our  budget 
for  three  new  teachers  to  meet  all  the  requirements  as  an 
Academic  High  School.  In  this  manner,  we  can  meet  most 
of  the  requirements  as  a  Comprehensive  High  School,  and 
will  probably  not  be  subject  to  tuition  requests  but  be  able 
to  save  some  money  by  not  participating  in  the  fine  arts 
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area    unless   some   unanticipated   opportunities   present 
themselves. 

The  increased  costs  of  these  new  required  services  is 
naturally  reflected  in  your  budget.  It  would  appear  that 
this  would  be  the  last  year  of  large  increases  and  the  1964- 
65  budget  should  level  off  to  about  a  three  or  four  percent 
increase,  or  possibly  less. 

At  this  point  there  is  no  source  of  relief  for  the  local 
property  owners.  There  will  be  presented  to  the  incoming 
legislature  several  money  bills  designed  to  help  local  school 
districts  in  this  area.  But  frankly,  I  can't  conceive  of  this 
legislation  being  adopted  until  such  time  as  there  are 
new  sources  of  income  available  to  the  State  to  meet  any 
new  state  obligations. 

Another  factor  which  I  believe  will  not  be  helpful  to 
any  new  aid  being  legislated,  is  the  report  of  the  Interim 
Commission  of  Education.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  new 
thinking  in  this  report  and  it  doesn't  contribute  to  the 
perpetuation  of  small  school  units.  In  fact,  only  fifteen 
of  the  high  schools  now  in  the  State  meet  their  criteria 
as  to  size.  At  this  writing,  I  have  not  had  time  to  digest 
this  sizable  report  to  any  extent,  but  I  believe  that  I  can 
make  this  statement  on  the  basis  of  the  possibility  that 
its  major  premises  are  adopted  over  the  years,  and  that 
is:  Antrim  High  School  will  not  be  legislated  out  of  exist- 
ence but  continued  operation  will  become  increasingly 
financially  burdensome. 

In  my  opinion,  we  now  have  a  well  staffed,  reasonably 
equipped,  well  operated  school,  and  it  would  be  my  pleas- 
ure that  there  be  a  continuation  of  this  performance. 

In  solving  the  problems  which  continue  to  face  us, 
the  fine  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  Teachers  and 
Citizens  is  sincerely  appreciated.
